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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 2-11, 15-17, and 19 are currently pending in the present application; of 
those claims 6, 15, and 19 are independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-11, 15-17, and 19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe 
or suggest a memory information complementary communication system wherein a 
behavior monitoring device communicates with network side equipment to generate 
memory support information for an individual with personal memory loss. Memory 
support information is comprised of conversation, text and images, and personal 
behavior data. When memory support information does not dispel an individual's 
memory loss, new memory support information is generated. These along with further 
limitations set forth by the claims render the application allowable over the prior art of 
record.
